Professor Nandini Deo received her undergraduate 
degree in Political Science from Bryn Mawr College 
and her master’s degree and Ph.D. (also in Political 
Science) from Yale University. She joined the 
Lehigh community in 2008, and she currently 
teaches Comparative Politics, Afghanistan, Politics 
of South Asia, a seminar on religion and politics and 
a seminar on South Mountain Campus for the 
spring 2011 semester. On teaching at Lehigh, she 
has come to believe that the best teaching and the 
best writing are where you allow the reader or 
student to figure things out themselves. Professor 
Deo’s first book, “Politics of Collective Advocacy,” 
came out in January 2011 and is about NGOs and 
social movements in India. Teaching undergrads has 
helped her writing become clearer and more 
engaging, and she is constantly reminded of the 
things you cannot take for granted in the reader, 
such as differing perspectives. Professor Deo 
describes her favorite part of Lehigh is that it is a 
“Goldilocks school,” not too big and not too small, 
and neither completely academic nor entirely 
party-focused. Lehigh has many qualities of a 
research university, but it also has the intimacy of a 
liberal arts college, though with these great 
advantages also comes the challenges of having a 
little bit of everything. Professor Deo spent last 
summer in Afghanistan, which to her was incredibly 
intellectually interesting but also a little bit scary. 
She celebrated her coming home and adventure by 
dyeing her hair blue. Her students in her 
Afghanistan class made a film in the fall semester 
called “Engaging Afghanistan,” which premiered in 
January, and Professor Deo encourages all students 
to view the film online. 
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The class of 2014 may recognize Professor Lule 
from his keynote address at the Freshman 
Convocation this past fall. He was elected to 
address Lehigh’s incoming class, and he was 
honored to be able to offer words of advice and 
wisdom to new Lehigh students. Professor Lule’s 
education began at SUNY Binghamton, where he 
majored in sociology and psychology. He then went 
on to receive his master’s degree in journalism from 
Temple” University” and) “a Ph.D. in mass 
communications from the University of Georgia. At 
Lehigh, Professor Lule teaches Intro to Global 
Studies, as well as independent studies and projects 
for upperclassmen. He was named the Director of 
the Globalization and Social Change Initiative. 

Professor Lule has also sponsored the global studies 
major, which is currently the fastest growing major 
at Lehigh. Professor Lule has been working at 
Lehigh for 20 years. He believes that the best thing 
about Lehigh is the interaction between students 
and faculty, as well as the long-lasting relationships 
forged during the undergraduate years. He admits 
that his least favorite thing about Lehigh is the 
fast-paced academic life, which limits the amount of 
time he can spend with students. In addition to 
teaching, Professor Lule has also written several 
books, including “Daily News, Eternal Stories: The 
Mythological Role of Journalism.” Professor Lule is 
also currently working on a second book that looks 
at the links between globalization and media. He 
resides in Bethlehem with his wife, and he has three 
sons, two of which are away at college.

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The Lehigh men’s cross country team started their 
2010 season strong with a first place finish in the 
Lehigh Invitational. Just three weeks later, the team 
won a dual meet against close rival Lafayette College, 
17-46. In the NCAA Mid-Atlantic meet, one of the 
biggest of the season, Lehigh entered its top seven 
runners: Evans Kosgei, ‘11; Andrew Jervis, ‘11; Steve 
Sample, ‘11; Evan Flach, ’12; Jimmy Miller, ’14; Sam 
Bernitt, ‘14; and Tyler Mueller, ‘14. The team fell 
slightly short of their goals, however, finishing 15 out of 
28, tying its 15th place finish from the year before. 
Despite this, Evans Kosgei placed well enough in the 
meet to qualify for the NCAA National Championships. 


The highlight of the men’s season came when Kosgei 
finished 12 out of 246 at the NCAA _ National 
Championships. This was the highest-ever regional 
finish for a Lehigh athlete, and was the Lehigh men’s 
cross country team’s first-ever qualifier for the National 
Championships. "He is an outstanding student and is an 
Academic All American," added Coach Todd Etters. 


The cross country team ended the 2010 season fifth in 
the Patriot League, one step below its fourth place 
finish the year before. “Our sport is so much about 
consistency, discipline and hard work," Etters said. "We 
had all of those this year, and our seniors and captains 
did a great job of showing the rest of the team the right 
approach.

What started as simply a four-year business program in the College of Arts & Sciences has grown into one of 
the leading business programs in the country. Originally created in 1910, Lehigh’s business program was first 
offered as an alternative for students less interested in the University’s engineering and science curricula. What 
originally started as 16 students grew exponentially in the next decade. “During the first ten years of its 
existence at Lehigh, the business program was massively popular,” said Paul R. Brown, the current dean of the 
College of Business and Economics. “It was so popular that by the 1930s the college was fully established and 
had its own dean.” This is Dean Brown’s fourth year as dean of the college, and in that time period he has seen 
it grow tremendously, similar to the growth the college saw at the start of its existence. Student applications to 
the business college are at an all time high in the past five years, and they are continuing to grow each year, 
The college has also expanded its curriculum and classes to address current events and challenges, such as 
globalization, healthcare, the war in Iraq and business ethics. Brown says, “We are unquestionably in the top 
5% of all business schools, which is great. Our goal for the future is to be in the top 1%. We want to be the 
best. We want to compete with Wharton.” When asked about plans for the future, Dean Brown foresees 
growth and success: “We will continue to grow and expand in the coming years. This will help us attract even 
stronger students, and Lehigh’s reputation will continue to skyrocket."

The STEPS building opened in the fall of 2010, the culmination of a project started in early 2007. Bohlin 
Cywinski Jackson from Philadelphia was chosen as the architect of the program, and the firm is no stranger to 
Lehigh, having designed Sayre Park Village, Campus Square, and the Alumni parking garage and entryway. 
Green features of the building include the use of natural light, water conservation both in construction and 
building use, insulation, limited waste and the materials used to build the facility. Part of the planning process 
of the building involved feedback and concerns from the student body. Many students expressed concern that 
the new building would occupy the sacred frisbee field, so they hoped some space would be preserved. This 
strong concern altered the design of the building, which was constructed in an L shape to preserve some of the 
green space. The building is also one story tall on Packard Avenue so that the green space will remain in 
sunlight. Faculty, other than wanting labs and classrooms, wanted informal gathering spaces within the 
building. These spaces would be key for students working in groups and teams, as well as to foster exchange 
between faculty and students. It was also deemed important that the students bond with the building and these 
gathering spaces were conducive for this as well. Although the STEPS building houses the EES department, 
environmental engineering, environmental initiative and undergraduate intro labs for biology and chemistry, all 
students are encouraged to use the space that the new building provides. Whether it is to take advantage of 
the informal gathering spaces inside, or just to admire the integrated art work throughout the building, 
everyone should go check out STEPS!

The Black Student Union not only 
gives students a place to socialize and share 
experiences, but also allows members to take 
active roles in creating the change they seek. 
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3. Chinese Culture Club allows students to 
gather and share their knowledge of Chinese 
culture. The main goal of the club is to spread 
Chinese cultural awareness throughout Lehigh 
by putting on events for the community to 
attend and enjoy. The Chinese Culture Club is 
a subgroup of the Asian Cultural Society. 
Together, they organize several big annual 
events. The main fall event is Fusion, where 
different culture groups come together and 
perform. In the spring, the club participates in 
the International Bazaar. Another major event 
is a gathering of other school’s Asian cultural 
groups called ECAASU. 


4. The French Club promotes knowledge of 
France and knowledge of the French language 
and culture. They participated in many 
activities this year, such as trips to New York 
and Philadelphia, as well as French food 
cooking nights. Every Thursday at Deja Brew, 
they meet, eat and speak French! 

Vive la France! 
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1. The German Club offers the Lehigh 
community an opportunity to celebrate 
German history, language and culture in a very 
welcoming environment for any student, 
faculty or staff member of Lehigh. The club 
hosts an event every month, totaling four 
events a semester. Every semester, the club 
tries to host one large-scale event, such as a 
major presenter or Oktoberfest on the UC 
front lawn. The Lehigh German Club had a 
new beginning in the Fall of 2010, and it will 
continue into the 2011-2012 academic year 
with the newly elected president, Kristina 
Moehle, leading the club. 


2. The Italian Club celebrates Italian heritage, 
culture and tradition. By hosting weekly Italian 
lessons taught by Aleks Dasic, who lived in Italy 
for 10 years, the club created an informal 
setting for students to learn on their own 
schedule and practice speaking with each 
other. The Italian Club has partnered with other 
cultural clubs, such as the Spanish and French 
clubs, during International Week to bring 
together students and faculty from different 
backgrounds and organizations to share their 
traditions. The Italian Club has also taught a 
few cooking classes, including how to make 
pesto sauce and handmade gnocchi. The club 
has expanded from 2 officers in 2009 to almost 
70 members in 2011, and they are excited to 
gain even more members in the future. 
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3. The Russian Club is a place where all are 
welcome and where one can come and learn 
about not only the rich legacy of the Russian 
culture but also about the world in general. It 
is a place where people gather to have 
discussions, to learn new things and to have 
fun. Non-Russian speakers can come to learn 
some of the Russian language and culture, 
and Russian speakers can come to practice 
their Russian with others. We have events 
that range from watching Russian movies, 
eating Russian food, discussing Russian 
poetry, learning Russian card games, playing 
chess and having speakers come in to 
present. 


4. The Spanish Club is devoted to bringing 
cultural diversity to Lehigh University. They 
are an organization for those who wish to 
immerse themselves in the Hispanic culture 
and surround themselves with others who 
share this common interest. Club activities 
aim to unify the Lehigh campus, the local 
community and beyond as they explore 
various aspects of the Hispanic culture. 
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1. The main purpose of the Anime Eki is to 


promote awareness and appreciation of 
Japanese animation and Japanese comic 
books. The club's goal is also to make others 
recognize Japanese animation and comic 
books as an art form. In addition, this 
organization is responsible for teaching 
members about Japanese culture through this 
form of entertainment. 


2. The purpose and aim of The Brown and 
Black is to offer a unique and empowering 
perspective to Lehigh University students by 
discussing issues specifically affecting people 
in the United States of America, abroad, and at 
Lehigh University from a socially conscious 
perspective. The Brown and Black is geared 
primarily toward breaking down racial, 
economic, political and social barriers by 
discussing them in a constructive and concise 
manner. 
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3. Since 1894, The Brown and White 
newspaper has been serving the Lehigh 
community and surrounding areas. More than 
70 students across the three colleges and from 
all disciplines participate as editors, writers, 
photographers, designers and videographers. 
The Brown and White’s purpose is not only to 
chronicle the events and issues that impact 
Lehigh students, staff, faculty and 
administration, but also to encourage a 
campus-wide conversation. This year’s editors 
in chief were Liz Martinez ‘11 and Debbie 
Pearsall 12, who served in the fall and spring 
semesters respectively. The adviser is Wally 
Trimble. The publication prides itself in 
delivering “All the Lehigh News First.” 
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4. FONI is an intercultural club and journal at 
Lehigh. Every year, they publish art and writing 
(both journalistic and creative) that reflects the 
diversity of our campus. Through FONI, we 
encourage students to share their unique stories, 
memories and insights with the wider Lehigh 
community. It isn’t coincidental that FONI is 
Greek for “voice”: no matter where you come 
from or where your life will take you, this journal 
offers an opportunity for self-expression. Club 
members organize events designed to recognize 
the variety of cultures and nationalities in the 
student body. The club strives to embrace, 
promote and celebrate the wide spectrum of 
ideas and outlooks in each of us — they strive to 
be your voice! 
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1. Lehigh Unregistered Video Club is Lehigh’s 
student run video production club. From 
comedy sketches to documentaries, 
Unregistered does it all. Unregistered strives 
to act as a resource for both its members and 
the campus community, assisting individuals 
and other organizations with their own 
projects. In addition to smaller scale videos, 
Unregistered is involved in major campus 
events, as well including video for Dancefest 
and the filming of the Lehigh Lipdub. 


2. University Productions, commonly referred 
to as UP, is Lehigh University’s programming 
board. They put on many of the events on 
campus. UP is composed of five committees 
and an Executive Board, and the club is advised 
by the Director of Student Activities. Each 
committee has two directors that guide their 
committees. UP's five committees are: Music, 
Comedy, Arts & Excursions (A&E), Special 
Events and Marketing. Music brings different 
bands to campus and hosts the annual Battle of 
the Bands. Past bands have included The 
Wailers, The Roots, and Ben Folds. Comedy 
brings different comedians to campus; they 
host a large Family Weekend show as well as 
the Thursday Night Comedy Series. 


3. University Productions continued: 
Marketing provides advertisement to all of 
UP's events. A&E brings students to the 
action, with trips to broadway shows, New 
York City and sports games. All other types of 
events fall into Special Events, including the 
weekly Kenner Theater movies and Tom 
DeLuca, the hypnotist. 


4. WLVR-FM is Lehigh's student-operated 
campus radio station. Students can receive 
training in broadcasting and even host their 
own weekly shows. WLVR's format ranges 
from wide variety of music including punk, 
alternative, rock, rap and indie to talk and 
educational broadcasts. Students have the 
opportunity to get involved with any aspect of 
radio: DJ, business, music department, 
engineering and more. 
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1. Echoes, Lehigh University's all-female a 


cappella group, was founded in 2003. Eight 
years later, the group has matured into a fine 
musical act, performing on and off campus 
and collaborating with other collegiate a 
cappella groups. The Echoes’ repertoire spans 
several genres, including pop, indie, hip hop, 
country and jazz. In addition to performing in 
several concerts each year, the Echoes have 
also lent their voices to campus events such 
as The Vagina Monologues, the Association of 
Student Alumni High Tea, and Relay for Life. 


2. Lehigh LEELA is a fusion-style dance troupe, 
drawing mainly from East Asian and American 
styles of dance. On campus, they have been 

involved in many programs, including 
performing at Diwali (the festival of lights) 
every fall and the Cultural Bazaar every spring. 

In the past, they have traveled to competitions 

in New York and Philadelphia, and hope to 
begin attending competitions again next year. 
Their dances last about 5 minutes and mix 
popular Indian songs with upbeat American 
music in order to create a unique blend of 
different cultures. In this way, they are able to 
combine the different dance backrounds of 
the club's members, learning from each other 
and creating unique performances that draw 
in all cultures. 
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3. The highly acclaimed Lehigh University 
Philharmonic Orchestra is a group of talented 
musicians who perform regularly in their home in 
Zoellner Arts Center, as well as various places in 
Europe, Asia, South America and Africa. The 
group is a mix of high school students, faculty, 
staff, community members and professional 
musicians, in addition to Lehigh's very own 
students who give this organization diversity. 
They put in long hours of practice weekly in 
order to perform four concerts a semester, as 
well as doing many outreach programs with the 
community. The orchestra celebrated great 
success in their tour of Eastern Europe this past 
spring and were proud to represent Lehigh 
across the world. 


4. Lu’s Finest Step Team is a performance club 
that uses their bodies to make music. The 
rhythmic beats produced by stomping their feet 
and clapping their hands is a tradition that has 
been passed down through generations of 
people, originating from Africa. Step dancing is 
based on a traditional form of boot dancing but 
with a modern dance twist. The club brings 
people of different races and backgrounds 
together to perform and have fun. The club is 
not only fun but it leaves members with lifetime 
friends. They've had the privilege to perform at 
several colleges in the area and mainly on 
campus. They've also been featured on PBS 13 
to show how stepping affects college life. Their 
motto is: “Stepping is Paramount.” 
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1. This year’s Marching 97 had a season to 
remember, and it looks forward to an even 
bigger future.

4. Mustard & Cheese continued: 

The club held play readings and presented 
two student-directed productions. M&C 
continued to uphold its traditional contributions 
to the Department of Theatre by running 
opening night receptions, concession sales and 
the popular “wing night” after Wednesday 
evening performances. The fall semester ended 
with an M&C semi-formal held at Goosey 
Gander. 

It is the drama society’s goal to increase 
the frequency of full membership meetings and 
facilitate more exchange among its members and 
alumni. The club aspires to enhance its potential 
in the continuation of reaching out to the student 
body, as well as members of the surrounding 
community, bringing theatre into their lives and 
sparking their interest and participation in theatre 
at Lehigh University. 
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1. Alpha Phi Omega is a national, co-ed 
community service fraternity. They strive to 
help all members develop leadership, 
experience friendship and provide service to 
others. Throughout this year, they have 
participated in many campus-wide events, 
including Spooktacular and Spring Fling, as 
well as providing service to larger 
organizations such as the Girl Scouts of 
America and the American Cancer Society. 
Along with service events, they have 
numerous fellowship events, including potluck 
dinners, barbeques and movie nights, 
throughout each semester to bring the 
fraternity members closer together. APO 
welcomes new members to their chapter 
every semester, and they were pleased with 
the turnout this year. 





2.The mission of Best Buddies is to provide an 
Opportunity for college students and persons 
with mild to moderate mental retardation to 
become friends. Since contact between college 
students and persons who are mentally disabled 
seldom happens spontaneously, Best Buddies 
facilitates social contact by organizing group 
outings and requiring ongoing one-to-one 
activities for College Buddies and Buddies. Best 
Buddies seeks to contribute positively to the 
social and psychological development of all 
involved and to the community at large. 
Students increase their understanding of 
themselves and learn more about living 
together in a large and diverse community. 





3. American Cancer Society's Colleges Against 
Cancer is a nationwide collaboration of 
students, faculty and staff dedicated to 
eliminating cancer by initiating and supporting 
programs of the American Cancer Society on 
Lehigh University's campus through four 
strategic directions: advocacy, cancer 
education, relay for life and survivorship. 





4. From animal rights barbecues, gun safety 
talks and trips to the local shooting range, local 
candidate forums, debates with the College 
Democrats and trips to Washington DC to the 
Conservative Political Activism Conference 
(CPAC), the Lehigh College Republicans are an 
active, engaged group of individuals 
committed to conservative principles and 
values. They solicit for local and national 
Republican campaigns, meet the candidates 
and talk about issues at their bi-weekly 
meetings. Prof. Gunter is their advisor, guiding 
the club in the “right” direction. 
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1. Engineers Without Borders is a 


multidisciplinary organization that works to 
provide basic necessities to communities in 
need. The club is currently finishing up its 
work on a water sanitizing and distribution 
system for the town of Pueblo Nuevo, 
Honduras. Although the system is technically 
complete, the club is still working out some 
problems in the town that are preventing the 
system from being fully operational. LU EWB 
is also looking for a new project to work on in 
the future. The club has narrowed the choices 
to a couple of towns, and they plan to make 
decisions after collecting more information 
during spring semester this year. The club has 
also been working on projects around 
campus, such as helping with Green Week, 
designing a sustainable watering system for 
the campus community gardens, and meeting 
with other local EWB chapters. 





2. At Lehigh University, Interfraternity 
Council consists of student representatives 
from each of the 19 North American 
Interfraternity Conference (NIC) chapters. The 
executive council is a board of seven active 
Greek-affiliated students elected by their 
peers to ensure the proper guidance of each 
fraternity chapter on campus. It is the goal of 
this executive board to provide members of 
each organization the resources needed to 
harbor a constructive environment that allows 
its affiliates to grow in fellowship, character 
and academics. 
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3. Green Action is Lehigh’s only student group 
whose mission is specifically dedicated to 
environmental awareness and activism. They 
strive to make the Lehigh community more 
sustainable through education, outreach and 
activism. Green Action’s devout core of 
activists have made big impacts this past year. 
Green Action helped to rid the campus of 
styrofoam take-out containers in the main 
dining halls to reduce waste. They founded an 
extremely successful Eco-Reps program for 
peer-to-peer environmental education in 
selected dorms that is already expanding for 
next year. Green Action has also been active 
in Lehigh’s Environmental Advisory Group, 
sustainability workshops, and Earth Day. 
Throughout the year, we hosted films, events 
and speakers to educate the Lehigh 
community on topics ranging from hydraulic 
fracturing to water rights to sustainable 
farming. 





4. Lawyers Without Borders 

The purpose and aim of Lehigh Lawyers 
without Borders is to promote the work of 
Lawyers Without Borders, an official NGO at 
the United Nations. Lawyers Without Borders 
is the world's largest group of volunteer 
lawyers from around the globe who offer pro 
bono service to international projects and 
initiatives. Our club raises awareness of 
international policy and law, hosts forums and 
discussions that bring to light international 
strife and raises funds to help support the 
program. 
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1. The purpose and aim of The Lehigh Patriot 
is to serve as a vehicle for the political and 
social writings and opinions of Lehigh 
University, to foster debate and discussion and 
to work against political apathy. This year was 
a time of building for The Patriot, as 
Editor-in-Chief Ben Mumma stepped down to 
pursue graduate work and left control of The 
Patriot in the hands of a new editorial board. 
The Patriot continues its tradition of holding 
Lehigh’s administration accountable to the 
students they serve in hopes that students 
become more cognizant of how their tuition is 
being spent. They are excited for their return 
to Lehigh in 2011! 


2. Lehigh University EMS is celebrating its 20th 
year of operation. Beginning in 1991 as aLURT, 
with a few dedicated members, the 
organization has transformed into LUEMS, 
which now has more than 60 members. 
LUEMS is a Pennsylvania Department of Health 
certified Basic Life Support Quick Response 
Service (BLS QRS) servicing Lehigh's campus 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week when classes are in 
session. All EMS crews are staffed by volunteer 
students. LUEMS averages a 4 minute response 
time, meaning the first wave of emergency care 
arrives almost instantly. Each emergency call is 
handled with 2 certified EMTs and an observer, 
who respond in the EMS vehicle. LUEMS 
responds to a wide variety of calls, including 
sports injuries, seizures and car accidents. 





1. The Lehigh University Student Senate is a 
body of students who act as representatives in 
voicing the concerns of the undergraduate 
community at Lehigh University. 


Senate is comprised of 45 Members, which are 
elected from all of the university’s living 
groups: fraternities, sororities, on-campus, 
off-campus and first-year students. The seats 
are divided up proportionally to best 
represent the undergraduate population by 
affiliation and living groups. 


Senate is comprised of a number of 
committees. There are three standing 
committees: Public Relations, Allocations and 
Club Affairs. Public Relations’ task is to 
advertise and promote Senate and its activities. 


2. Student Senate continued: Allocations is 
responsible for allocating the Senate’s funds to 
the many different recognized clubs around 
campus. Club Affairs is responsible for 
providing services and resources to ensure 
these clubs succeed. 


In the beginning of each academic year, the full 
Senate also recognizes CLIP committees. These 
committees are organized for the entirety of the 
school year and have specific goals. This year, 
there are five CLIP committees: Healthy Living, 
Infrastructure Improvements, Academic Affairs, 
Community Relations and Campus Climate. 
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1. Catholic Student Union gathers Catholic 
students across campus to join together in 
worship while also planning fun activities and 
events. CSU hold a number of service events 
throughout the academic year on campus, as 


well as off. CSU members volunteer at the 
Sacred Heart Assisted Living facility and help 
plan "Family Fun Night’ at the Holy Ghost 
Parish Social Hall on Carlton Avenue, just a 
few blocks off campus. 


2. The Hillel Society includes a regular series 
of dinners, holiday observances/celebrations, 
social events and educational programming. In 
addition to the many activities they sponsor 
throughout the school year, they provide a 
kosher kitchen, dining room, lounge area, 
student office and library. They continually 
strive to create an atmosphere that is 
comfortable and welcoming for students. This 
effort includes providing quality programming, 
maintaining their facility and upgrading their 
program to accommodate the ever-changing 
needs of their students. The Hillel Director 
directs the overall programming and 
management, works closely with students and 
provides guidance. 
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3.As one of the several on-campus religious 
student organizations, Lehigh University's 
Muslim Students Association is committed to 
providing religious services for the university's 
Muslim students. Formal daily prayers, as well 
as weekly congregational Friday prayers, are 
held regularly at the MSA mosque. The MSA 
also organizes a variety of events across 
campus in an effort to spread awareness and 
knowledge of Islamic culture and faith at 
Lehigh.
